RUSSIAN POWER IN TURKEY. 


High-handed Work of Russian Officials in 
Constantinople. 


Viadimir Lutzki, a Bulgarian civil engin- 
eer, arrived at the railway station in Con- 
stantinople from Sophia on Tharsday after- 
noon, some three weeks ago. He had been 
summoned there by a letter signed with the} 
name of his best triend. He had no sooner | 
stepped from the railway coupe than he was 
surrounded by a dozen or more Turkish 
poli emecn, and was informed that he Was | 
under arrest. He protested, and straggled 
hard to free himselt. The Turkish policemen 
overpowered him, bound his arms, and 
started with him for prison. At the door oy 
the station they were met by eight members | 
of the Kussian secret police citizen's 
clothes. The Russians jorced their way 
through the little circle of Turks aroun 
Lutzki, seized him, threw him down and 
gagged him, hurried him down to the water 
front, and placed hin on board the Russian 
steamship Nahimotf, which sailed at once 
for a Russian port, whence, Lutzki’s friends 
say, he willfbe sent to Siberia. 

luring all thisthe Turkish policemen, at 
the command of a Turkish court official, re- 
mained inactive and almost unprotestinz. 
The « ensors-of the press allowed no not ce 


of the affair to be published, and only 
through the energy and persistence of 
foreign correspondents in the Turkish 


capital was it eventually possible for the 
excited stateamen of central Europe and 
the Balkans to learn the details of this re- 
markable abduction, as well as of several 
similar outrages perpetrated almost contem- 
poraneously in Constantinople. 

Up to ten years ago Lutzki had lived most 
ot his life in Polish Ruasia. Since about 
Iss] he has been a resident and eitizen of 
Bulgaria. Heand cight Russian subjects 
who live in and Bulgaria were sus- 
pected of having manufactured bombs for 
the use of revolutionists and of standing in 
close relations with Patrihoff, head of the 
revolutionary committee in Stamboul, To 
kidnap Lutzki in Sophia was, for various 
political reasous, out of question. So the 
clief of the Russian secret police in Constan- 
tinople had written from there a letter in 
caretul imitation of the handwriting of a 
friend Lutzki's and forged the friend’s 
signature. Lutzki answered the invitation 
contained in this letter, to visit Constanti o- 
ple immediately on important business, with 
a telegram of acceptance. Upon receiving 
this telegram Lutzki's friend perceived some- 
thing was wrong, and filed at the telegraph 
ottice a despatch to the effect that Lutzki 
should keep away from the city. In the 
mean time, however, the chief of the Russian 
secret police in Constantinople had informed 
the Turkish Miniscers of Police that Lutzki 
was a dangerous fellow, who had been re- 
sponsible for trouble among the Armenians, 
and ought to be imprisoned at the first «p- 
portunity. Consequently the Turkish Min- 
ister saw to it that the warning telegram 
never left the Constantinople otice. When 
Lutzki arrived, therefore, everything was 
ready for his arrest by the Turks and his 
abduction by the Russians. 

All the other eight suspects, seized almost 
contemporaneously with Lutzki in Constan- 
tinople by Kussian otheials, got off better 
than he did. Mime. Tx herbawski, with 
herthres -year- old « hil, was seized andtaken 
to the Russian Consulate for trial 

he hadin her possesvyion the second volume 
of George Kennan’s ** Siberia.” She was re- 
leased after a short examination. Prince 
Nakashidze, who arrived in Constantinople 
op the same train with Mme. Tscherbawski, 
was also dragved of to the Russian Con 

sulate because he had in his trunk a book 
with the autograph of the Nihilist Burzeff 
on the fly leaf. The Prince, while under 
examination, acknowledyed that he was per- 
sonally acquainted with Burzett. The Rus 

sian Consul-General at once formed a plan 
for capturing Burzefl. Prince Nakashidze’s 
name was forged under a telegram request- 
iny Barzeff to meet him at once on businesa 
in Constantinople. Burvetf pot the telegram 
and started forthe Turkish capital. On the 
way, however, he received a despatch to the 
effect that the Russian police were awaiting 
him at the Constantinople station, He 
turned off into Roumania, took an English 
steamship that touched at Constantinople, 
and teleyraphed Nakashidve to meet him 
near the dock. The Russian Consul-Gen- 
eral vot the telegram and sent several Rus- 
sian and Turkish policemen to the landing to 
@gapture him. When Burzetf arrived, he 
started to leave the ship, but, upon seeing 
the policemen watching him from the wharf, 
he hurried back. The police followed him 
and demanded that the Captain give him up. 
The Captain, however, was not that kind of 
an Ss ig He sail he would not give 
upany one without orders from the English 
Ambassador, raised the English flay, and 
prepared to fire on the tirst Kussian or Turk 
who tried totouch Burzetf. lhe police left 
and reported the matter to the Russian 
Consul General, who immediately requested 
that Burzet! be handed over. Sir Henry 
White refused to grant the request, and an- 
swered the Consul-General's threat to have 
the ship stopped by the Turkish Govern- 
ment, with the remark that '* the Captain 
would then be justified in firing on all who 
interfered with him.” The ship sailed off 
unmolested with Burzetf. <All the eight

The Patrol System in Street Oleaning. 


One does not require to read the New 
York city papers very closely to discover 
that there is very great dissatisfaction 
among the inhabitants of the American 
wetropolis with the manner in which its 
streets are attended to. Not so very long 
ago one of their leading journals compared 
their city to Constantinople, which for fili hy 
ill-kept streets has become a by-word among 
the nations. It is now proposed to change 
this condition of things, if possible. A new 
system, called by ita originator the ‘‘ patrol 
system,” isto be thoroughly tested. This 
system divides the streets among the 
cleaners much as the streets are divided 
among policemen. Each cleaner has a 
certain length of street under his charge, 
he must wear a numbered badge, and prob- 
ably a uniform cap, and must keep his part 
of the street in order. In case any pait 
of a street is neglected, the citizens inter. 
ested will be able to place the responsibility. 
Besides the individual cleaners, roundsmen 
or inspectors to look after the cleaners are 
contemplated by the patrol system, and in 
general such a supervision as is relied on to 
keep policemen up to the mark, Besides 
this there is a collection system adapted to 
the piece-work cleaning. The system looks 
very well on paper. Nor does there appear 
any good reason why it should not accom- 
plish all that its tetera promise. The 
chief objection against it is, that it is likely 
to be expensive. But if the results are 
satisfactory the difference of expense will 
not be grudged. No doubt the experiment 
will be watched with interest by the in- 
habitants of other cities, who realize that 
the difference between New York and the 
place they call home is, in respect to dirty 
s.reets, one of degree only.

Carmo, Feb.--The Khedive has accepted 
the resignation of his Miniatry, which was 
tendered in consequence of Justice Scott's 
appointment. It is expected chat Kinz Vasha, 
President of the Council of Ministers, and 
at the same time Minister of the Interior and 
Minister of Finance, will withdraw his re- 
signation and that the Cabinet will remain 
in office, The resignation of the Mintatry ia 
reyarded asa triumph for English poliey, 
due to the enpport Lord Salisbury has given 
to Sir Evelyn Baring, the diplomatic agent 
of Great Britain at Cairo. 

The Paris Siecle urges France to enter into 
a final diplomatic battle in London againat 
the appointment of Justice Scott as Egypt's 
judical adviser and on the subject of Egyp- 
tian tribunals, in order to prevent despoiling 
the Khedive of the sole right remaining to 
him.
